The issue of greenbacks, which was a war 
measure and not intended to be anything else, 
has led to such unwise conclusions by the 
people generally that it has debauched the pub- 
lic mind.

up for the purpose of forcing into retirement all 
other kinds of currency. It had the effect of 
bringing the financial question into politics. 
Until you can divorce the banking system from 
politics you can meyer have a good banking 
system If we as. bankers were given the 
power of providing the circulation it 
would inure tothe public benefit. It the tax 
was removed it would make our circulation 
more elastic. It is this lack of elasticity that has 
made this panic felt so severely. Until we have 
an elastic circulation semi-panic is liable to fol- 


low upon every depression. Canada, with its 


more elastic system, has avoided the greater part 
of the panic felt here. 

I do not think we need a ~peater increase in 
circulation, but we have a need, and it is ouronly 
need, and that is a relief from the rigidity 
of our present system. It is true that our circnu- 
lation is at present reduced, but it is owing to 
the hoarding of from $200,000,000 to $800,000,- 
000 which is at the present time hidden away in 
old boots, stockings, tin pans, and other such 
places where it does no one any One fear 
of the National Legislature that I feel is that it 
may give us a redundant circulation. Such a 
condition would force the exportation of gold 
and another panic would follow. 


Derides Senate “ Talk.” 


The prompt act of Congress in repéaling the 
Sherman law by a majority of more than 100 has 
lent niuch toward the restoration of confidence. 
The Senate is still talking on the measure, with 
the illusory notion that the people are interested 
in their useless flow of speechmaking. The 
silver Senators are doing the talking and they 

i the whole country is interested 
in what they are saying. This branch 
of our National Legislature is rapidly 
approaching that stage of uselessness that 
distinguishes the English House of Lords, whose 
miembers trooped in the other day to vote down 
the home rule bill and then retired to their usual 
state of political inutility and obscurity. 

The present Controller ofthe Currency has had 
a stormy season in office. During the thirty years 
of the national banking system there had been 
only 180 failures until this last six months. 
during which time 154 banks have closed their 
doors. He has met this responsibility bravely, 
courageously, and wisely. ILoffer him my con- 
gratulations. Isimply unite with you, geutle- 
men, in extending to Mr. Eckels the right hand 
of fellowship. It seems that this panic, which 
has now largely passed away, has brought its 
lesson to bankers and to our customers. It has 
taught us the danger of overspeculation and 
overtrading and the consequent disaster. We 
have never had a. panic that has not 
been preceded by big importations and 
a display of that American disposition to 
to grow rich too quickly. The rapid making of 
money necessarily incurs the rapid expenditure 
of money and its dissipation in abnormal ex- 
penses. All the commercial countries of the 
world are now so close together that a disaster 
in any country is felt here in the ground swell 
that extends to our shores. This panic we have 
felt is a resultant consequence of the financial 
disasters of the South American countries of the 
last five years.

‘Another Case of Yellow-Fever Reported. 


Brunswica, Ga., Sept. 14.—After the rumors of 
last night matters have assumed a normal, quiet 
and people are not \eaving the city as they did 
before. Another cise of fever reported 


crowded later in the day. Had it not Sbeen 
for the many eastern cars there would have 
been no way to handle the people eager to see 
Chicago and the Fair. 

This was the crush for the city. In the after- 
noon thousands started for home only to buf- 
fet against the stream coming in. 
numbers gave up the attempt during the hot 
hours from 1 to 4 o’clock and chose night 
trains. Trainafter train backed into the shed, 
received its load, and pulled out. Every coach 
was pressed into service, and extra after extra 
rolled out along the hot rails. The number 
of passenger coaches handled was enormous 
and will not be known until the reports are 
made up. It was estimated that at least 


1,500 passenger coaches were handled on the 


trunk lines alone. 

The rush for home filled the outgoing 
trains and ‘some others, The early extras 
were four on the Erie, four on the Wabash, 
four on the Grand Trunk, and the heaviest 
trains in its history out over the Monon. 

On an average there are six special trains daily 
over the Michigan Central railroad these days. 
Each of these trains is made up of about 
twelve cars, and brings nearly 1,000 passen- 
gers. The New York No. 6 came in in two 
sections yesterday, the first at 3:10 p. m. 
and the second a little later. Today there will 
be special trains from Buffalo and New York. 
Monday there will be specials from Jackson, 
Mich., and Snyder, Mich. On the specials 
that come in today between 6,000 and 7,000 
passengers are expected. A. D. Williams, 
the assistant trainmaster, said never before 
had there been such business on that road. 

On the Big Four an average of ninety cars 
comes daily. It runs more coaches and fewer 
sleepers than some of the other roads, Most 
of the passengers come from Southern points. 
Three sections of No. 17 came yesterday, 
each section made up of twelve cars. To- 
day’s No. 17 will come along in two sec- 
tions. 

Although no special trains are being run on 
the Iliinois Central road. more than double 
the usual number of cars are daily in use. 
There are constant streams of travelers 
through the new depot, some on their way to 
the trains, but the greater number on their 
way into the city.

ARGUES FOR A 25-CENT SUNDAY FAIR. 


George A. Morgan Thinks the Managers 
| Will Give It a Trial. 

A determined effort is being made by the 
concessionnaires both in Jackson Park and 
Midway to get the local board of managers 
to change the price of admission Sundays to 
25 cents for general admission and 10 
cents for children. George A. Mor- 
gan is representing the Concession- 
naires’ elub in this matter, and 
he argues that as there is not 
more than half a Fair to be seen Sundays but 
half price should be paid therefor. In a long 
interview yesterday with some members of 


the board he expressed the belief that for 25 


cents Sunday nearly all the people who now 
spend that day in the parks would be glad to 
visit the Fair, while they do not feel able to 
afford the 50 cents. He also argued for a 
reduction of the admission fee week days to 
25 cents after 6 p. m. 

Mr. Morgan thinks this will be tried next 
week, commenemg Monday, and the Sunday 
reduction the following Sunday, and if this 
prove successful, to be continued during the 
remainder of the Fair. He thinks this will 
not only make money for the Fair, 
but give the poor people a chance to see it. Of 
the 56.000.000 worth of World's Fair stock 
held in Chicago much is in the hands of 
people of moderate means, who feel their in- 
terests should be looked after by a reduction 
in the admission, at least Sundays. 

Mr. Morgan also interviewed Director-Gen- 
eral Davis yesterday with regard to the 11 
o’clock closing order on Midway. He ex- 
plained that a large majority of the visitors 
to the Fair remained in the main grounds un- 
til 10 o’clock or 10:30 every evening, and 
hardly had a 
chance to get into any place of entertain- 
ment there before the doors were 
closed. On behalf of the concessionnaires 
he agreed to close all doors on Midway at 
11:30 and give those within fifteen minutes 
to get out and to have all places tightly closed 
and lights out by .11:45. He said this was 
only fair t> the econcessionnaires who had ex- 
pended so much money there, and that he se- 
cured a promise from Gen. Davis to give the 
matter favorable consideration at once,

HUNDREDS HOMELESS BY FOREST FIRES. 


Northern Wisconsin . Burning and Only 
Rain Can Check the Disaster. 

MARSHFIELD, Wis., Sept. 14.—[Special.]— 
Northern Wisconsin is burning. Forest - fires 
which have raged incessantly for weeks past, 
fanned bya heavy wind, reached a climax 
this afternoon and reduced to ashes the homes 
of fifty settlers with all their belongings. At 
10 o’clock tonight the fires are still growing 
in fury and reports of great loss of property 
and calls for aid are received hour- 
ly. McMillan, five miles east of here. 
a lumbering towm is reported to be 
in the most imminent danger. A 
train has been dispatched to carry the peo- 
ple away. The air here is so full of smoke 
that objects are not discernible a block away. 
The militia company has been ordered out 
and every available man forced into the fire 
service, At one time this afternoon fire was 
within the city limits on the north side, but it 
succumbed to hard fighting by the firemen. 
The danger threatens the city now from the 
80 lis are ringing, men — Por 
women crying, many ing pac ir 
goods.

A pitiful sight was afarmer, with his wife, 
who had fought the fire from early morning 
to save their dwelling.

with Patriotism and Devetion for Ohio. 

It was Ohio day at the World’s Fair, yes- 
terday and every section of the State was 
represented by largé delegations of enthusiast- 
ie, happy peo le. In their midst, as the cen- 
tral figure, vas Gov. William McKinley, to 
whom they p ‘inted with swelling native pride 
and on whom they showered many honors, 
He marched at the head of a military pro- 
cession, made an admirable speech, rang 
Liberty Bell, held receptions, and was the ob- 
ject of admiration everywhere. 

There were certainly more Ohioans on the 
grounds yesterday than any other State in 
the Union, exeept Illinois, has turned out at 
one time, 

Came by Thousands, 

They came up from their peaceful homes 
in crowded excursion trains on every line of 
railroad and gt an early hour were pushing 
through the turnstiles, as or as 
the ticket takers could turn them. From 
Cincinnati to Cleveland, from the rohing 
river on the south to the surging lake at the 
north, every city, town, and hamlet sent its 
representatives to participate with the Com- 
missioners in making the. Ohio function what 
it should be and what it was—a glorious suc- 
cess. The smallest estimate placed on the 
number of OHoans in attendance was 75,000. 
Some of the Commissioners thought there 
were 100,008), : 

Their State building was the point of mag- 
netism. In and About it they were massed 
for hours. ver the circular portico hung 
four immense flags, and from turrets 
floated a dozen star spangled banners. The 
rooms and verandas were packed with invited 
guests. Froti a stand erected at the nortb- 
east corner the speaking took place. All of 
the lawns and streets for a block in every 
direction were a black mass of humanity. 
Thousands seeured advantageous positions on 
the steps and Halconies of the Art Institute, 
and scores’ looked down upon the 
scene from‘) the roofs of neighboring 
structures. . tvery point of vantage was 
seized early * until long after midday, 
regardless of he rays of a September sun that 
were almost melting in their intensity. The 
Commissionejs were industrious in their ex- 
ertions to ma] e everybody as comfortable as 
possible and issure them all the heartiest of 
welcomes. big white banner with the 
word Ohio!“ in large red letters on it 
stretched acre is the main portal.

Gov. McKinley Arrives. 


At 10 o’clock Gov. McKinley and his staff, 
brilliant in ‘their gorgeously bedecked uni- 
forms, appeared at the west end of Midway 
Plaisance, where a battalion of Ohio State 
Guards numbering about 1,500 men, under 
command of Col. A. B. Coit, were waiting to 
receive them and escort them to the State 
duilding. The battalion was composed of the 
Third and Fourteenth Regiments, supported 
by Battery D. Col. Anthony commanded the 
Third Regiment, At that point the Governor 
and his staff, composed of the following gen- 
tlemen, Adjutant-General John C. Entrekin, 
Gen. James C. Howe, Assistant Adjutant- 
General W. L. Curry, J. L. Bottsford, L. F. 
Ebpight, J. M. Taylor, F. L. Mooney, M. T. 
Herrick, F. M. Joyce, J. C. Bonner, W. C. 
Brown, R. I.. Nye, A. H. Halstead, H. T. 
Sherrard, and Charles G. Beckham, alighted 
from the (artiages that brought them 
there and mojinted gayly caparisoned horses 
procured for: the oecasion.

Parade on Midway. 


Midway was crowded with people. As 
Gov. McKinley was recognized shouts of ap- 
plause greeted him. From the Ferris Wheel 
to the Irish Village he kept his head bared, 
béwing to the tight and to the left. Entering 
the grounds the pageant made a circuit down 
along Horticultural and Transportation Build- 
ings, past Administration Building to the 
Lake-Front drive, thence north to 
Victoria ouse, west amon the 
foreign buildings, around the Illinois Building 
and to the eagt front of the Ohio .Building, 
where the Governor before dismounting re- 
viewed the troops as they went by him. . As 
the Governor got off ‘his horse he was pre- 
sented with a magnificent bouquet of flowers 
on behalf of he lady managers of the board. 
Amid the plawdits of the multitude his Excel- 
lency was then escorted by Mr. Peabody to 
the speakers stand.

HE 18 BELIEVED TO BE RINGLEADER 
IN LAKE SHORE ROBBERY. 


| Detective Sanders Sees the Outlaw with 


Three Companions in a Freight Car 


at Spencer, Ind., Looks for the Suspects 


‘but Finds Them Gone=Officers Are 
Working on a Clew at Rome City, Ind. 
«Men Held Up on Train at Winslow. . 
Spencer, Ind., Sept. 14.—[Special.]—Four 
of the desperadoes who held up the Lake 
Shore train near Kéndallville, headed by none 
other than the notorious Bill Dalton of train 
and bank robbing fame, are now 
hh hidden somewhere in the hills north of 
re. 
country in that locality and a certain class 
of sympathetic, lawless woodsmen, who 
have inhabited those parts since 
the depredations of the famous Reno 
gang, it is thougnt almost useless to follow 
them. In fact, it is considered as much asa 
man’s life is worth fora detective or any 
man suspected of being an officer to venture 
into that region unless armed to the teeth and 
backed by a strong posse. It is believed the 
lsworth Wyatt, who was 
captured by the Terre Haute officers near 
Cory last November and who was a well- 
known member of the Dalton gang, is with 
Dalton. This is the old stamping ground of 
the Dalton boys before they were driven 
West after the Reno gang lynching. 

Dalton and his three confederates were rec- 
ognized in a box car on the local Indianapolis 
and Vincennes freight train this afternoon at 
Romona. a small station six miles east of 
here, by Samuel Sanders, a Pinkerton de- 
tective sent down from Chicago to the scene 


of the train robbery and who has been follow- 


ing hot on the heels of the gang ever since 
Tuesday morning, He tracked them to Indi- 
anapolis where he learned they boarded an 
Indianapolis and Vincennes train in the stock 
yards last night. They rode as far as Brook- 
lyn, about thirty miles out from the city, 
when they got off and lay concealed until this 
afternoon, The operator at Brooklyn saw the 
men open the car, enter the yards. and climb 
in just as the train was pulling out. 

Detective Sanders had come on to Romona, 
this county, to await Orders and there learned 
the men were coming through on the local. 
When the train arrived he spotted the car 
with a broken seal and took a peep in the 
small opening. He claims to have recognized 
Bill Dalton, whom he knew in the West, and 
he says there were in the car three other noted 
desperadoes. Sanders sent a dispatch to 
Sheriff Johnson here that the men were com- 
ing and were all armed. 

Find the Cars Empty. 

The Sheriff had barely time to collect a 
posse. The news spread over the town, and 
several hundred men with shotguns collected 
at the station. All placed themselves 
under command of the Sheriff and 
took up their position behind empty cars, 
piles of lumber, and everthing that offered it- 
self in the shape of breastworks. Presently 
the train appeared and a man flagged it 


| above the station. Aftera consultation with 


the trainmen a committee along the 
ears to locate the robbers. e car was found 
with the door shoved half back, but there were 
no signs of Dalton and his men, and it is 
believed they left before they reached the 
city and struck off across the country. It is 
only thirty miles to Cory, in the edge of Clay 
County, near the place where Wyatt was ar- 
rested in the house of his uncle, Squire Me- 
Griff, shortly after the Coffeyville, Kas., 
tragedy last October, when Emmett Dalton 
and other members of the gang were shot.

As soon as Chief Detective Byrne was given 
this information last night men were dis- 
patched to the place, and this morning he 
went up in person. A little later in the day 
it was found that a young man by the name 
of Lane had disappeared. 

It is known that the number of strange men 
who stopped at the hotel here before the rob- 
bery was four instead of three, It seems they 
did net speak to each other while in sight of 
anybody. But that they always came and left 
on the same day is considered suspicious, as 
well as the fact that they slept until late in 
the day and disa red at night. They were 
seen together in Rome City. They are said 
to have talked with Lane at the latter’s home 
at a late hour of night. 

Recognize Their Writing. 

Names of these men have been found on the 
hotel register, assumed of course, but detect- 
ives say they recognize the -chirography and 
know who the men are. Two of the suspected 


men have been recognized as Chicago crooks | 


and safe-blowers, while a third man has his 
home not far from here. It is believed the 
fourth is a notorious Western desperado. The 
fact that the men did not make their appear- 
ance around here for several days previous to 
the robbery and the report that several men 


made their hiding place in a swamp a short | 


distance from the scene for several days, for- 
aging off the neighboring farmhouses for sub- 
sistence, adds another link to the chain. 


It was reported here that the train which 
had been robbed carried two extra crews. re- 


turning East empty. They numbered four- 
teen men and occupied the baggage car. 
They were all heavily armed, perfectly vog- 
nizant of what was going on outside, yet not 
a man dared go to the rescue. The officials 
are thoroughly disgusted at their cowardice 
and do not hesitate to say so. As one official 
expressed it, °y huddled in a corner. of 
the car like a lot of frightened sheep.“

Such assertions show the demoralizing 
effect of 58-cent free silver dollars on the 
morals of those who are the victims of it. 
Mr. Cleveland is accused of having gone over 
to the Republicans, It would be equally 
truthful to say that those Republicans who 
voted for the repeal of the Sherman law have 
gone over to Cleveland. They have not 
deserted their party, nor has Mr, Cleveland 
his.

FEDERAL PENALTIES FOR TRAIN ROB- 
BERS, 


The recent train robbery on the Lake Shore 
railroad has had one good result. It has im- 
pressed Congress with the conviction that 
something ought to be done by the Federal 
Government for the more efficient protection 
of life and property on the inter-State roads 
and upon all other roads carrying the United 
States mails. Last year when trains were 
held up on the Southwestern and Pacific rdads 
an effort was made to secure legislation, but 
it was resisted by Bourbon Democrats, who 
were insanely afraid State rights might be in- 
fringed upon. Now, however, that these 


bandits have grown bolder and transferred the 


scene of their operations from the remote 
southwestern regions to the older and more 
thickly settled portions of the country, and 
| within a few miles’ ride of large cities, it 1s 
| net likely any opposition will be made:to leg- 
| islation by which the General Government 
may protect inter-State roads and trains carry- 
ing mails and lay its strong hand upon des- 
peradoes of this class. 

A bill already has been drawn up fixing se- 
vere penalties for this class of crimes—life 
imprisonment for “holding up” a train 
or attempting to do so, and death 
for the offense when it is accompanied 
by loss of life in any manner. The recent 
robbery near Kendallville has served to call 
the attention of Congressmen to this bill and 
to emphasize the necessity of enacting legis- 
lation at once to put it into practical opera- 
tion. The bill should go to the proper com- 
mittee promptly, andif it does not contain 
the requisite provisions covering the 
matter of afrest and trial it should 
be so amended as to make it the duty of Fed- 
eral detectives to assist in the capture of 
train robbers and to confer upon United 
States courts the authority to punish them at 
any place where they may be apprehended 
for robberies, in whatever State they may be 
committed. The Federal Government is the 
only agency which can deal efficiently with 
this class of, crimes. Even the State is com- 
paratively powerless. Ifit ever succeeds in 
catching one of these robbers it is a matter 
purely of good luck. In the case at Kendall. 
ville it was possible for these scoundrels to 
get into Ohio, Michigan, or Illinois in a few 
hours’ time, and long before any posse could 
be organized to pursue them. Once over the 
border neither one of these States cared par. 
ticularly abouta crime committed in Indi- 
ana. They naturally argued that it was the 
duty of the Indiana authorities to chase and 

capture its own thieves. The offense was not 
against them but against Indiana and Indi- 
ana must look after them. In the same case 
the Lake Shore railroad officials cared little 
about the robbery, as the road was nota 
loser, though it should take an active part in

TO SAVE NOT TO DESTROY SILVER MONEY. 

Mr. Dubois of Idaho told the Senate 
Wednesday that there seems to be an im- 
mense amount of anxiety on the part of some 
Senators absolutely to destroy silver by stop- 
ing its purchase and coinage, and doing it 
quickly.“ 

There is room for astonishment at hearing 

a son of Uncle Jesse Dubois of this State 
talking in such a foolish strain. Either it 
shows that the father was so busy with help- 
ing to elect Lincoln and attending to other 
political issues in the days of his greatest 
activity that he did not take time to educate 
his boy thoroughly in sound financial prin- 
ciples, as he had been educated, or else that 


the boy has deliberately kicked aside that

The avowed object of the repeal bill is 
to retain in use the 615 millions of silver now 
in the United States as coin and bullion and 
to maintain its coinage purchasing power at 
parity with gold, though commercially and 
intrinsically it is not worth more than 58 
cents on the dollar.

BORROWING ‘MEANS ACTIVITY IN PRO- 
DUCTION, 

John Russell Ydung, an Eastern journalist, 
‘makes the following presentation concerning 
the wealth and indebtedness of the United 
‘States, which he seems to think shows that 
the country and its people are in a very bad 
way: 

The national wéalth has increased since 1880 
not quite 60 per cent, and the funded debts of 
railways have advanced 129 per cent. The loans 
and overdrafts of national banks have increased 
from $994,000,000 to $2,171,000,000, while 
those of other danke have advanced from $378, 
000,000 to $1,189,000,000. 

In the matter of mortgages the census, em- 
bracing the whole country, shows that in 1880 
the figures were $2,500,000,000. In 1889 the re- 
turns from twenty-one States, and these include 
Texas, Ohio, and California, indicate that our 
mortgage debts were $4,547,000,000, meaning a 
grand aggregate of at least $6,000,000,000, 

Thus while the total net private indebtedness 
of the American people in 1880 was $6,750,000,- 
000, in September, 1892—a period of twelve 
years—it had risen to $19,700,000.000, an in- 
crease at an avelage of more than 61.000, 000, 
000 a year. 

There is notling | alarming in this view of 
the case, and ab zut the only fact in it that is 
unbealthy is the increase in the funded rail- 
way debts by an amount far exceeding the 


| gain in actual vues of the properties. But 


if the nationa wealth has augmented by 
nearly 60 per c ht since the census taking of 
1880 it could only be accomplished by the 
best possible en ployment of capital as well 
as labor. Capite{ must be profitable to the lend- 
er as well as to che borrower, or there is little 
inducement to lend, and the amount of mort- 
gages represents the security given for the re- 
turn of money borrowed, and also the pay- 
ment of interest on the loan. Hence, the re- 
ported great increase in private indebtedness, 
being at the rate of 9.35 per cent per annum, 
could not have occurred without something 
like a corresponding increase in the negotia- 
ble value of the property pledged for payment, 
unless as the refinements of modern business 
methods may have introduced more of the 
transfer of indebtedness than was the rule a doz- 
en years ago. But in either case the process is 
not a symptom or condition of financial dis- 
ease. The purchase of property on part 
payment down. and the rest deferred till 
it has been earned has enabled hundreds of 
thousands of Americans to own their homes 
in city or country, where without it they must 
have continued to live in rented tenements 
and work on day wages perhaps to the end 
of their lives. And. when property that has 
been bought and paid for is pledged as se- 
curity for another loan the money so bor- 
rowed is wanted to effect improvements on 
the land itself of for the purpose of opening 
up other business with the prospect of profit 
therefrom. a 

In all this bortowing, and the census sta- 
tistics show it to om prise all but a small per- 
centage of the tôtal, the capital is advanced 
by men who would not part with its posses- 
sion unless reasonably confident of receiving 
interest as well as principal, and it is bor- 
rowed by men who hope to be able to 80 
use it that they will have a fair profit left to 
themselves after: répaying the loan with inter- 
est. The operation is a business one, and the 


net result averages a far greater gain in ag-

BARING’S LIABILITIES: REDUCED. 


Governor of the Bank of England Makes a 
Statement of the Firm’s Affairs. 
Lonppn, Sept. 14.—The regular half-yearly 
meeting of the Directors of the Bank of Eng- 
land was held today. David Powell, the Gov- 
ernor of the bank, announced that the liabili- 
ties of Baring Bros. & Co., which firm failed 
some time ago, the liabilities be- 
ing taken over by a number 
of guarantors, including the Bank ot 
England, had been reduced to £4,223.001. 
The debt of the firm to the bank has been re- 
duced to £4,095,000. Gov. Powell also an- 
rfounced the realization upon the Barings’ 
esfate was proceeding slowly, but the interest 
upon the securities was more than enough to 
meet the interest on the bank’s advances to 
the firm. 
In reply toa question asked by a stock- 
holder, Gov. Powell said he was unable to 
say whether, in view of the cheapness of sil- 
ver, any of that meta] was being fraudulently 
coined The question, however, was one for 
the consideration of the mint rather than of 
the bank. } 
At the regular weekly meeting today of di- 
rectors of the Bank of England the bank’s rate 
of discount was reduced from 5 to 4 per cent, 
One man present.said that in view of the ex- 
periegcein Australia and in America they 
must be thankful that their officers conducted 
business in a more orderly and sober spirit. 
He added that he had noticed President 
Cleveland had declared that foreign investors 
declined to purchase American securities and 
that they hastened to get rid of what they had.

The Governor of the bank, replied that

ATTACK ON MORLEY IN THE HOUSE. 


Liberal Member Fails to Prevent the Vote 
of Supply for Irish Secretary. 3 

Loxpox. Sept. 14.—The vote on supply for 
the Irish Secretary’s office, the appropriation 
for which is in the neighborhood of £22,000, 
came up in the House of Commons today. 
Advantage was taken of the occasion by 
Thomas Wallace Russell, a Liberal, but op- 
posed to home rule for _ Ireland, 
who represents the South Division of 
Tyrone, to attack the administration of 
John Morley, Chief Secretary for Ireland, 
Mr. Russell simply reiterated the charges that 
crime in the Counties of Clare, Kerry, and 
Limerick had increased during the period the 
present government had been in power, and 
that convictions for agrariau crimes could not 
be obtained in the courts. 

Mr. Morley made reply in the course of 
which he quoted figures that showed there had 
been a steady and well marked decrease in 
crime in Ireland, even in the worst areas. 

Mr. Russell found himself unsupported in 
his charges by those who he had presumably 
looked to to uphold him in his attack. Mr. 
Balfour spoke on the subject, saying he gave 
Mr. Morley credit for a fair measure of suc- 
cess in administering the government of Ire- 
land. He admitted there had been a diminu- 
tion in agrarian crirmes generally in Ireland, 
though he maintained the number of moon- 
lighting outrages had increased. The 
general diminution of crime he attributed 
partly to the good harvest and partly to the 
influence of the Roman Catholic priesthood, 
the members of which, he declared, were sup- 
porting the administration for reasons of 
policy. 

Eventually the vote on supply for the Irish 
Secretary’s office was granted without divis- 
ion. Unexpectedly rapid progress has been 
made with all the Irish” votes which have 
come before the House. 


YOUNG CZECHS STILL DISORDERLY. 


Decree Declaring Minor State of Siege Pro- 
hibits Unlicensed Wedding Feasts. 


Vienna, Sept. 14.~-The decrees proclaim- 
ing a minor state of siege at Prague provide 
that no new societies shall be established 
without permission, and that no public pro- 
cessions, festivitiés, and wedding feasts shall 
‘be possible without a license. Newspapers 
also can be suppressed at any time, but the 
measures do not restrict personal freedom. 

Reports of violence come from all parts of 
Bohemia. In Raudnitz last night Young 
Czechs tore the imperial coat-of-arms from 
the court-house and smashed the imperial 
eagle. In Grund the Young Czech Town 
Council has ordered that all the German 
street signs be replaced with Czech signs. 

Pracus, Sept. 14.—In accordance with the 
imperial decree issued yesterday suspending 
articles 12 and 13 of the constitutional law 
in this city and its suburbs, five Young Czech 
journals, the utterances of which were offen- 
sive to the government, have been suspended. 
In order to be certain that no further adverse 
comments upon the imperial decrees shall be 
published the government has ordered that all 
articles intended. for publication in Czech pa- 
pers must be submitted to the police for ap- 
proval or rejection three hours before the pa- 
pers go to press. 

One of the provisions of the suspended law 
has reference to public assemblies. Clubs 
have been construed to come under this head, 
pnd several club-houses have been closed and 
the funds and paraphernalia of the organiza- 
tions selzed. The Young Czechs are deeply 
indignant at the action of the imperial gov- 
ernment, and there is much suppressed ex- 
citement among the political group. The au- 
thorities are vigilant, however, and it is scarce- 
ly believed the anti-German agitation will go 
much ‘beyond legitimate bounds.

If ‘Coal Diggers in the North of France 
Quit Trade Will Suffer. 

Pants, Sept. 14.—The coal mine owners of 
Pas-de-Calais, a large department in the 
North of France, resolved at their conference 
today not to grant the demands of the miners 
for better wages and an abolition of certain 
practices among the foremen and weighers 
underground. The committee making these 
demands for the men gave notice that 
in case of refusal they would call 
out all the miners in the North 
of France. A eneral strike in 
Pas-de-Calais will be declared probably at 
once. As this is one of the richest coal-pro- 
ducing districts in France and supplies much 
of the fuel for the steamers docking at chan- 
nel ports tha strike will have a damaging ef- 
fect on French trade.

Ways and Means ‘Committee Takes Testi- 
mony Regarding the Tariff. 

Wasuineton, D. C., Sept. 14.—President 
Ackerman and Supt. Seull of the Lawrence 
Cement company of New York opened the 
hearing before the Ways and Means commit- 
tee today.

that it will not only successfully reduce tp 
ash all kinds of garbage and animal and v 
etable matter, but also to destroy the smo 0 
carbon and poisonous gases which arise there- 
from during reduction, as the escape of these 
gases to the atmosphere is fully as danger- 
ous to health as the gases from garbage in the 
state of decomposition. 

Another difficulty in the construction of 
crematories -has been encountered through 
the fact that for the perfect reduction and 
consumption of garbage it requires fully 
2, 800 of heat, and iron or metal cannot be 
successfully used in the interior construction, 
as the acid gases from the garbage act as a 
flux and cause the destruction of the metal in 
a short time. 

A perfect crematory must reduce all kinds 
of combustible garbage speedily, thoroughly 
and economically and the smoke carbons and 
gases arising must not be permitted to escape, 
but should be filtered and — as fuel in such 
destruction. 

I have made the reduction of raw material 
by fire the study of years and contend that 
portable crematories are not practical for the 
following reasons: 

First—The grate-bar surface of a rtable 
crematory could not practically ex twenty 
square feet and it is an established fact that a 
grate-bar surface of this dimension, with high 
stack and all conveniences for a natural 
draught, will not burn more than five or six 
tons of first-class fuel per day and would 
necessarily consume much less garbage con- 
taining animal and vegetable matter, which 
is an inadéquate amount. considering the ex- 
pense which would be incurred. 

Second In loading the garbage into a port- 
able crematory fram the garbage boxes it 
would necessitate the opening of the furnace 
doors at ver ag aan Does intervals, thus not only 
permitting escape of smoke and poison-

INSOLVENT’S INTENTIONS QUESTIONED. 


County Court Will inquire as to Robert 
B. Hacker's Assignment. 

The County Court has been called upon to 
decide a novel question in assignment litiga- 
tion, touching upon a legal inquiry into the 
intentions of an insolvent before going into 
liquidation. The matter will come up next 
Tuesday in the estate of Robert B. Hacker, a 
retail shoe dealer on Wells street, on 
the petition of Curtis & Wheeler, creditors in 
Rochester, N. I., which was filed yesterday. 
It is claimed that Hacker was prevailed upon 
by his attorney to make an assignment Aug. 
21, but refused to do 80, stating that he 
wanted to make certain members of his fam- 
ily preferred creditors before transferring his 
assets into the hands of an ‘assignee. On the 
next day Hacker filed his deed of assignment 
after he had executed judgment notes in favor 
of preferred creditors. The petitioners ask 
that the lien of the judgment notes be set 
aside and the assignee removed on the ground 
that Hacker had made u mind to an as- 
signment before deliver notes. 
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
